With the flare of the match, there

flame leaped 5 0; feet in the air. The 
wopkiri^n in'the ditch were envelop- 
•ed in the firey cloud. They scream- 
ed in agony.

'After the first flash, the flame re- 


ceded till it was about 15 feet above 
the^ix foot trench. The burned la- 
borers struggled to climb out of the 
ditch/- There were about

DIES AT HOSPITAL 


AGED SEVENTY-NINE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Chicago, June 15.—Former Vice 


President Adlai E. Stevenson 
died 


Saturday night. He had been ill for 
some time and his death had been" 
expected for several days although he 
rallied^ Saturday for a time. He was 
brought to a. hospital here from his 
home in Bloomington when his ill- 
less became serious. 


Adial Ewing Stevenson, once vice 


president of the United State's, had a 
long and honorable public career. 
He was vice president from 1893 to 
1897 under Cleveland. In 1900 he 
again was nominated toy the Dem- 
ocratic party for vice president and 
ran with 
William J. Bryan, 
the 


party's candidate for president, but 
was defeated. 


He served"as a member of the 44th 


and 46th congresses and from 1885 


1889 he w^,s assistant postmaster 


general under President Cleveland 
His last appearance, as a candidate 
for public office was in 1908 when 
le was nominated for governor of 
Illinois by the democratic party and 
was defeated by Chas. S. Dineen, re- 
publican. 


Mr. Stevenson was born in Christ- 


ian county Kentucky, October 
23, 


1835, 
of Scottish-Irish 
parentage 


Tn 1852 his parents moved to Bloom- 
ington, Illinois. 
He attended the 


public schools and the University of 
Illinois. In .1856 he graduated from 
Canton college, Danv.ille.-'

Mr. Stevenson "returned to Bloom- 


ngtou where he read law. He was 
admitted tcf the bar in 1858. • He 
formed a law partnership with his 
cousin, James S. Ewing, and 
for 


many years the firm was one of the 
•best known in Illinois legal circles 
Mr. Stevenson political career dated 
from 1864 when he ,.was a 
presi- 


dential elector on the 
democratic 


ticket. 
He" made a canvass of Illi- 


nois in behalf of the McClellan ticket 
and won a reputation as a political 
oratoi.

ATTACKED BY 


INSURGENTS

Durazzo, Albania, June 15. — The 


government troops under the per- 
sonal leadership of Prince William to- 
day repulsed a strong attack 'on the 
Albanian capital by Musselman in- 
surgents. 


At the outset of the fighting, the 


nsur^ents gained an advantage ot 
position but because Colonel Thomp- 
son the Dutch 
commander of the 


endarmene had been killed, Prince 


William placed himself at the head of 
;he defenders 
and 
succeeded 
in 


silencing the rifle and artillery fire 
of the attacking force 'after three 
hours of fighting. 


Among the first of the defenders of 


the Albanian capital to be killed was 
iolonel Thomson, the Dutch officer 
selected by the powers to command 
the Gendarmerie in succession to the 
Swedish officers who previously had 
held the position. 


Bluejackets from the international 


fleet lying oft the Albania coast have 
been sent ashore to guard the foreign 
legations. 


Today's attack by the insurgents 


came as a complete surprise to the 
residents of the capital, where official 
statements had (been published de- 
claring that the Musselman .rebels 
against the rule of Pririce - William 
had been utterly-defeated by the gov- 
ernment forces a jfew days- ago. 
It 


was asserted that the remnant.of the 
rebel Iforces was surrounded' by gov- 
ernment troops at 
Shaik between 


Durazzo and Tirana. 
. Reports vary as to the strength of 
the opiposing forces in the field. 
It 


is generally estimated, however, that 
the government has 9,000 trained and 
organized men who are to be opposed 
by about 27,000 insurgents. The rebels 
for the most part are tribesmen with- 
out discipline and are scattered over 
a wide range of country. Durazzo oc- 
cupies a peninsular position and forms 
a natural fortress easily defended fyy 
a few modern guns.

Third U. S. Cavalry in the Mexican 
Border patrol which radiated out from 
San Antonio during the earlier stages 
of the campaign. Back in the lattei 
seventies he rode with Custer and 


powwowed with the turbulent red 
men. 
Not long ago when the Navajo 


Chiefs on Beautiful Mountain in New 
Mexico .became nnrulj he rode out 
alone right into their camp and in- 
duced them to 'be good. As governor 
of the Sulus the Mboros elected him 
"Father of 
all 
the Mores," who 


prajed in their aboriginal way for 
him when he became superintendent 
of the West Point Military Academy. 
Scott's knowledge of the sign language 
and his sincere manner and record 
saved the United States many an In- 
dian outbreak. General Scott is the 
Assistant Chief of Staff of the Army, 
keeping an eye on Mexico from Wash- 
ington

The 
speaker went on to show that all the 
Divine dealings with men are in line 
with this shepherding 
function— 


God leads His people just as a shep- 
herd leads his flock, and he follows 
after the lost just like the shepherd 
the sheep which has strayed away 
from the fold.

ciple was finally emphasized here 
and it would never be superceded by 
any other invitation 
to 
salvation. 


The essence of the whole Gospel is 
found in the "body broken for you, 
the blood shed for the remission of 
sins."

is one of the county's heavy losers 
by reason of the so-called seventeen- 
year locusts. 
Mr. Prior's peach 


orchards have been practically ruin- 
ed by the pests. Four sample sprigs 
from peach trees brought to Newark 
Saturday are good examples of the 
work of the locust. Each sprig has 
been nibbled and chipped for a dis- 
tance, and .then a fine split will lay 
the twig open a short distance. It 
is in this little crevice that the dead- 
ly eggs are deposited. 


It is explained that these eggs re- 


quire several years to 
hatch 
and 


evolve into a minute worm which 
burrows its way to the roots of the 
tree, from where, seventeen years 
after it has been- sunk into the wood, 
it- emerges in fo'rm' of what'is com-' 
monly called the seventeen-year lo- 
custs, but which some scientists say 
is not a specimen of the locust fam- 
ily.
